Because the creature itself also shall be de- 
livered from the bondage of corruption into 
the glorious liberty of the children of God. 

For we know that the whole creation groan- 
eth and travaileth in pain together until now. 
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And not only they^ but ourselves also, which 
have the firstf ruits of the Spirit, even we our- 
selves groan within ourselves, waiting for the 
adoption, to wit^ the redemption of our body. 

For we are saved by hope : but hope that is 
seen is not hope : for what a man seeth, why 
doth he yet hope for ? 

' But if we hope for that we see not, then do 
we with patience wait for it. 

Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirm- 
ities : for we know not what we should pray 
for as we ought : but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings which can- 
not be uttered. 

And he that searcheth the hearts knoweth 
what is the mind of the Spirit, because he 
maketh intercession for the saints according to 
the will ©/"God. 

And we know that all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to his purpose. 

Homans viii 16-28. 

Th^ Law of The Spirit. 

'T^HEEE is therefore now no condemnation 
^ to them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 
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For the law of the Spurit of life in Christ 
Jesus hath made me free from the law of sin 
and death. 

For what the law could not do, in that it 
was weak through the flesh, God sending his 
own Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for 
sin, condemned sin in the flesh : 

That the righteousness of the law might be*^ 
fulfilled in us, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. 

For they are after the flesh do mind the 
things of the flesh ; but they that are after the 
Spirit the things of the Spirit. 

For to be carnally minded is death ; but to 
be spiritually minded is life and peace. 

Because the carnal mind is enmity against 
God : for it is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be. 

So then they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God. 

But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God dwell in 
you. Now if any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his. 

And if Christ he in you, the body is dead 
because of sin ; but the Spirit is life because 
of righteousness. 

But if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
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from the dead dwell in you, he that raiselt up 
Christ from the dead shall also quicken your 
mortal bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in 
you.

The Fruits of the Spirit. 

T?OR, brethren, ye have been called unto 
•*" liberty ; only use not liberty for an occa- 
sion to the flesh, but by love serve one another. 

For all the law is fulfilled in one word, even 
in this ; Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself. 

But if ye bite and devour one another, take 
heed that ye be not consumed one of another. 

TTiis I say then. Walk in the Spirit, and ye 
shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh. 

For the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and 
the Spirit against the flesh: and these are 
contrary the one to the other ; so that ye can- 
not do the things that ye would. 

But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are not 
under the law. 

Now the works of the flesh are manifest, 
which are tJiese^ Adultery, fornication, unclean- 
ness, laaciviousness. 
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Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emu- 
lations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 

Envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, 
and such like : of the which I tell you before, 
as I have also told you in time past, that 
they which do such things shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God. 

But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, longsuJSering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith. 

Meekness, temperance : against such there 
is no law. 

And they that are Christ's have crucified 
the flesh with the affections and lusts. 

If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in 
the Spirit. 

Galatians v. 13-25.
